Germany bullt a surprise for the Alltes
hers In a wondertul series of artlilery-proof
fortifcations. Thess defenmen are bhullt no
closs, are dug »o deep. and ocover wuch
B wide erea that what the Allies are today
attacking with (afantry, tanks and srtil-
lery are only the outakirts of a powerful
aystem of underground forts

The bombardment ls terrific Finalds,
woods and towns are torn to pleces by
constantly axploding shelin But under-
ground nothing is touched. And It is from
her subsurface forts that Germany s re-
pelling the Allied attack

For a wesk I have baen over the Somme
battlafield. Frofn a belght near Peronns
and to the south of Arras our party twice
penetrated the sholl area. viewing Peronne
and Bapaums, the two immediate objects
of fire. It marked the first time since the
Somme battle began that a neutral has been
permitted to Inspect this part of the under
ground fortifications constructsd by the
Teutanle forces While walting in the
lbrary of a castie serving as s headquarters
of ons of the commanding genoraln, the win-
dows rattled and the doars ahook from the
concusalon of bursting shells,

With constant exploalons In our ears and
oscorted by Intelllgence oMoers, we motored
to the helghts of Bapaume. There we
witohed the British fire In the town. Only
ons ohurch spire and one chimney s mill
rtanding.

Although in approaching the fropt we en-
countersd seventeern . lines of tranches and
wire entanglements, the Somme hattle In ne
boirg defended from the trenches,
